When Augustin talks about the 
double standard that the United 
States has in helping refugees she 
uses a family analogy.

Augustin says 
they're both humans and it's not 
fair. “Sometimes I don’t know if 
we're going backward or if we're 
going forward in our standards.” 

She says, “I don’t know how 
any human being can just sit and 
let that happen.

Last summer Augustin re- 
turned to Haiti after sixteen years 
away and she visited her grand- 
mother and other distant rela- 
tives. She says that she experi- 
enced cultural shock when she 
visited her grandmother’s home. 
“She's not that bad off — she 
doesn't have to be — and when! 
saw where she lived I didn’t know 
what to say to her. I couldn't say, 
‘this is a lovely home you have,’ 
because it was made out of wood. 
It looked like a place in a slum.”

the people of Haiti are 
to me. 


Augustin was impressed with 
the dignity even these poor peo- 
ple had. That’s what causes her 
so much pain when she realizes 
that that dignity is completely lost 
when they reach America. 
Augustin says 90% of the popu- 
lation are Roman Catholic and 
very religious. “I think that’s what 
keeps them together. My grand- 
mother and I went to Mass at 5:00 
in the morning every day, and 
every time we went there were a 
couple of thousand people — and 
that’s at each church. It was so 
beautiful because people wouldn't 
have shoes and they'd have rag- 
gedy clothes. They were really 
praying and I don’t even know 
how to explain it.-You can tell 
they really believed. I think their 
faith is what keeps them to- 
gether. Because when you think 
of all the poverty they have, they 
have to have some force for them 
to go on living.” 

Augustin feels that the Haitians 
deserve the same help and un- 
derstanding from the United 
States as that given to refugees 
from other countries. She says, 
“Aren't they, after all, basic 
human beings, too?” 


Leber’s first workshop stresses 
Self-awareness and confidence 


myself and what to change.” 

Nancy Leber feels there is a 
need for this type of confidence- 
boosting workshop, at Clarke or 
anywhere. “I think everyone, 
searches, at one time or another, 
for what provides meaning to his 
or her life.

Phoenix, a student organiza- 
tion at Clarke, which has coor- 
dinated several activities on cam- 
pus, including a number of blood 
drives, is sponsoring yet another 
one. The blood drive will be held 
on Thursday, Feb. 11, between 11 
a.m. and 3 p.m. Already, Phoenix 
has almost reached its goal of 60 
donors, the main reason being, 
that the drive shall, for the first 
time, be held on campus. The 
Nursing Department has the fa- 
cilities to arrange this, and 
Clarke’s nursing students will be 
assisting the American Red Cross 
personnel. 

In order to be eligible to donate 
blood, one should be in good 
health and free of the following 
factors: 


(1) A history of viral hepatitis, 
recently or at any time in the past, 
or a history of close contact with 
a hepatitis patient within 6 
months, 

(2) A history of receiving a 
blood transfusion or injection of 
anv fraction of blood other than 


erican citizen in 1980, but still calls

serum albumin or gamma globu- 
lin, within 6 months. 

(3) A history of untreated 
syphilis or malaria, since these 
can be transmitted by transfusion 
even years later. 

(4) A history of evidence of al- 
coholism or narcotic addiction 
(since addicts have a high hepa- 
titis carrier rate). 

(5) A skin infection, because of 
the possibility of contamination of 
the needle. 

(6) Pregnancy within 6 months, 
because of the nutritional de- 
mands of pregnancy on the 
mother. 


The Red Cross only accepts 
volunteers between the ages of 17 | 
and 66 years and who weigh 
more than 110 lbs. If you haven't 
donated blood in the past eight 
weeks, you are free to donate 
again. It takes your body 24 hours 
to restore the unit (a little less 
than a pint) of fluid that has been 
drawn, but it is the plasma and 
red blood cells that take up to 6 
weeks to be producted. There will 
be refreshments afterwards. 


PAC open during lunch

Clarke’s Physical Activities 
Center (PAC) will be open during 
lunch hours beginning Feb. 8, 
Sister Diana Malone, Director of 
Student Activities, announced 
Tuesday. 

Malone also announced that 
two computerized electronic 
games will be added to the game 
room in the Union within the next 
two weeks. 

“We are just trying to meet the 
needs of the students,” she said, 
“and if these are used sufficiently, 
they will be kept, but if they are 
not really needed by a large 
enough group, we will have to try 
something else.” 

Malone explained that the PAC 
will be opén from 11:15. a.m.-1:15 
p.m. Monday through Thursday 
until Mar. 5. The same rules ap- 
ply to the use of the gym during 
these extended hours as outlined 
in the FYI supplement to the stu- 
dent handbook. Specifically, 
users must have a Clarke I.D., 
wear regular gym shoes and ap- 


propriate gym attire, assume full 
responsibility for the equipment 
they use if lost or damaged and 
always honor the requests of PAC 
attendants. . 

Because this is an experiment 
to measure how great the need 
actually is during this time period, 
Malone said it has not been bud- 
geted for in this semester's fund- 
ing. Therefore, the Clarke Stu- 
dent Association will be paying | 
the student attendants regular 
student wages during the month- 
long experiment. 

“After Mar. 5, if increased use 
warrants a continued extension, 
we will have to hope CSA will 
have the funds to continue it,” 
Malone said. Nevertheless, in 
March, the experiment will be re- 
viewed and recommendations for 
next year will be made based on 
the results. 

When the PAC first opened in 
1979, it was open from noon to 10 
p.m. But, due to the sparse use 
during the early afternoon, the 
hours were changed from 3-10 
p.m.

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CE proposed fee 


The Continuing Education 
Council recently formulated a 
proposal recommending the es- 
tablishment of a CE fee to help 
support campus facilities. Ac- 
cording to Sister Carolyn Farrell, 
Director of Continuing Education 


‘ anda member of the CE Council, 


the proposed fee would allow CE - 
students to attend such things as 
orientation activities, special ban- 
quets, and workshops free of 
charge. In addition, CE’s would 
be entitled to student discounts 
when attending Clarke plays or 
cultural events. The fee would 
also allow CE students to use 
such Clarke facilities as the 
Union and the PAC. 

Farrell pointed out that student 
fees, such as the $35 CSA fee, are 
a vital component in helping 
finance campus facilities. In es- 
sence, the fee allows students the 
privilege of using campus facili- 
ties, yet CE’s do use these facili- 
ties from time to time without 
paying extra. 

The CE Council realizes that 
most CE’s use campus facilities 
only on occasion. Therefore, they 
recommend that if this policy is 
implemented, that CE’s be re- 
quired to pay only 25-50% of the 
regular student fee. , 

This proposal was then sent to 
the Budget Committee for further 
deliberation. ;

President Reagan made his 
first State of the Union address 
Tuesday, Jan. 26. In his address 
Reagan laid out plans for a $47 
billion-a-year program that would 
lead to the transfer of virtually all 
non-military domestic programs 
to state and local governments. 
Such a plan, if implemented, 
would constitute the most radical 
shake up in the federal system 
since FDR’s New Deal legislation 
that followed the Great Depres-

nd Asecond phase of the program 
calls for a transfer to the states of 
about 40 federally assisted pro- 
grams currently costing the feder- 
al government about $30.2 billion 
a year. 

President Reagan proposed 
that a Federalism Trust Fund of 
about $28 billlon be created from 
existing federal excise taxes and 
the windfall profits tax on 
petroleum. States could then 
draw from this fund to pay for the 
transferred programs during the 
first half of the transition period. 
After four years, however, the 
federal money would begin to run 
out and state and local govern- 
ments would face hard decisions 
on financing the programs or let- 
ting them die. 

Reagan's “New Federalism,” 
as It is called, contains many 
positive aspects.
